Selectmen’s Report 


In keeping in line with current affairs, we, the Selectmen, find an 
astronomical amount of paperwork and record keeping. Due to the growth 
of Temple and records needed by the State, we are asking you to support us 
with raising funds for a computer. This would not only be time saving, but 
also more efficient for accurate record keeping. 


Revaluation Program 

It became evident by mid October that we were going to go over the figure 
(22,000.00) budgeted for this project. This happened mostly because we 
couldn't find the office help needed and the two appraisers had to do work 
that could have been done by lower paid clerical help. When we came to the 
end of the money budgeted we had two choices: stop the project and ask for 
a special meeting or to continue the work, getting the tax work done even 
though it would mean some deficit spending. We took the second option 
because it seemed to be the more practical decision. 

We appreciate the fact that many of you are displeased with your 
appraisal and tax bills. The appraisers have been told that every reasonable 
effort should be made to bring all taxes into line, if indeed they are out. You 
have until April 30th to apply to the Town for an abatement and two 
additional months to apply to the State. 

We are still working to make sure that all complaints are heard and all 
taxes reviewed. 


TV Cable Program 

At the present time we have two companies who have given us proposed 
programs and contracts. The third company has made a lot of noise but 
has done very little except to string two un-licensed cables. Just as soon as 
we get through town meeting we will be in contact with these (and perhaps 
other) cable companies. 

We would like to thank Gary Boot for reviewing the two proposals offered 
as of this date. 


Environmental Notes 

Last year we had serious problems in both the South end and the North 
end of Town. In the South abreached beaver dam just south of Temple - N.I. 
town line that gave us two severe road wash outs on Hadley Highway. The 
Selectmen issued a “cease and desist” order to an outside developer who is 
trying to develop land along the town line. The State has also suspended all 
work on the private road and beaver dam involved. There is a group of 
private citizens who have shown great interest in this matter and they 
continue to monitor the situation. 

In the North end of town a group of citizens expressed deep concern over 
the operations of a large gravel bank and the truck traffic eminating there 
from. The Planning Board had this issue on the agenda for several long, hot 
and dusty months and eventually a supervisory program was worked out. 
In this program were guidelines to control and limit the operations of ALL 
gravel banks in town. 


A third project, which involves the ski tow area, and which could involve 
condos and other large projects and which could have a high impact on 
brooks, streams and land at lower elevations, deserves the attention of 
town officials and the general public. This project, of course, could add 
many dollars to our real estate tax base but we, as a town, should take every 
precaution to see that we preserve our beautiful environment. Future 
generations must feel secure in the knowledge that this generation did it’s 
best to preserve the beauty and tranquility of our Granite hills. We, the 
Selectmen, are not trying to say that this project should be “shot down” but 
we are putting forth the proposition that in all matters of the environment 
we all must work together to preserve our heritage. 

Police Department Budget 

As we had no definite figures relative to the P.D. budget we put last years 
figures in the Annual budget. Chief Tyler’s budget and report got to our 
office two days after the Town budget was approved and signed (and on the 
day that we posted the Town Warrant and budget).

In 1988, town support for these services totaled $1,500.00. 

We recommend an appropriation of $1,750.00 to continue home care 
services at the current level.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 
Overview/View Information Sheet for the Town of Temple 

Monadnock Family Service provides a full range of treatment for 
individuals who need counseling or are experiencing a mental disorder. 
There are no restrictions based on diagnosis, age or income. The 
Peterborough District Office is open five days and three nights every week, 
and we provide 24 hour emergency services 7 days a week. As a part of the 
coverage, Monadnock Family Services staff also provide crisis services to 
Monadnock Community Hospital emergency room and to patients 
admitted to the medical units upon physician request. 

It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment 
area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 

Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 788 individuals 
with more than 15,979 visits for direct treatment. Also available through 
our agency are psychiatric, case management, housing and day treatment 
services. This figure is reflective of open cases and does not contain those 
individuals who may have been seen as adjunct member of treatment (i.e., 
family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of referral). 

This past year, for the town of Temple we provided 277 visits for direct 
treatment. Of the 12 open cases, 5 were male and 7 were female. 

2 of these individuals were certified as chronically or severely mentally ill, 
as per New Hampshire Department of Mental Health guidelines. The 
average fee for service, paid by the client, was (less than) .54¢ per hour. 

Primary referral sources were as follows: self-referred, physicians, 
schools and clergy, in that order. 

The dollar amount requested, based on population figures is $1,140.00. 

MFS senior day care program provided over 3,300 hours of service to 
elderly residents and their families; many of those in the program have 
Alzheimer’s Disease or related illnesses due to aging. 


ASSESSOR'S REPORT 

In 1988, we completed a total tax revaluation of all properties in Temple, 
including tax exempt and non-taxable properties. The total appraisal 
values at 100 per cent valuation calibrated out to some $67,000,000. A 
threefold increase from 1988. 

The Department of Revenue Administration has calculated that Temple 
has an equalized ratio of 100 per cent for 1988, based on sales and 
assessments from our revaluation. Lionel, Karen and I would like to thank 
each and every one of Temple's citizens and non-resident taxpayers for the 
outstanding cooperation and courtesies our crew received during this 
successful project.

5 times by mutual aide from other towns this year. 

285 man-hours were spent in training in 1988. 144 of these hours were formal 
training classes conducted at recognized fire schools. Two of our firefighters tested 
and received their NH State Certification. Included in the drills conducted this year, 
were two special sessions involving multiple departments. One involved vehicle 
rescue in which the Temple Police Dept. and Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service 
worked with the fire department to free a trapped victim in an automobile accident. 
The other drill was a 4 town forest fire drill which simulated a large scale fire 
operation such as the type experienced on the west coast this year. 

Volunteers continued to place more emphasis on equipment maintenance this 
year. In addition to the 312 hours of scheduled maintenance, countless hours were 
spent restoring the condition of the equipment and trucks. Some of the major 
projects accomplished were the rust repair and refinishing of the compartments of 
Engine 1 and the repainting and body repair work done on the forestry truck. 

The Fire Dept. continued to persue an aggressive fire prevention program. We 
distributed brochures and visited the schools to teach the children about fire 
safety. Increased fire-awareness may have helped to reduce the number of calls we 
received this year. For example, note that we had only one chimney fire this year. 
Our average has been 6 to 7 a year. 

In 1988, the Fire Dept. embarked on a special project to protect the town’s assets. 
In October, a special fundraiser was held to benefit installation of a automatic fire 
alarm in the Town Hall and Municipal Building. It was a great success. Due to the 
dedicated efforts of the many volunteers who performed the work, along with 
several generous donations, we were able to install the alarms in both buildings. No 
town money was used for this project. Now if a fire starts in either building, the 
system will automatically call the dispatch center to notify the fire dept. The time 
saved by this operation could mean the difference between saving the building or 
total loss. In my opinion, this is one of the greatest contributions ever made by your 
volunteer fire dept. to the town. 

The State of New Hampshire has adopted a new safety standard. It is called NFPA 
1500 and specifies what procedures, practices, and equipment all fire departments 
should adhere to in order to protect their most valuable asset - their firefighters. 
Our fire dept. has acted progressively concerning this standard. We have taken the 
following steps: 

Organized the standard and formed committees to examine the best form of 
implementation. 


Changed our purchasing policy to buy only NFPA 1500 approved equipment 
and products. 
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Installed safety PASS (Personal Alert Safety System) devices on the Scott Air 
Pack equipment used by firefighters to enter smoke-filled environments. 
These were purchased by a generous donation. 


It is important for the Town of Temple to know that continued implementation of 
this standard is important even though it may mean changes in our budget in the 
coming years. The Town’s liability is great if a firefighter is hurt as a result of 
neglecting this published standard. 


Concerning building inspections, a Fire Code and Inspection Requirements 
information sheet was generated and given to the selectmen for distribution to 
those people who apply for building permits. Also, a formalized building inspection 
report form was implemented. There were 63 building inspections conducted in 
1988 at no cost to the town. 
Some of our other major projects this year were: 

Finish installation of a winch in the hose tower for drying hose. 

Added seats in the rear of the rescue truck to allow two more firefighters 

to don breathing equipment on the way to the scene. 

Installed an Ice Strainer on Engine 2 to allow faster access to water 

under the ice for winter firefighting. 

Enhanced our rescue equipment to include a power saw to cut metal, 

wood, or masonry. 

Finished installation of the doors in the meeting room. 

Also in 1988, we became the first one of the 4 towns served by the Base 500 
dispatch center to create an organized 3 alarm plan for attacking any structure fire 
occuring within Temple. It coordinates all mutual aide companies coming into 
town and provides for location of the nearest water supply. 

In an effort to save the town money, the Temple Vol. Fire Dept. conducted 3 
fundraisers this year. We received many generous donations and are very grateful 
to everyone for supporting us.

In the process of handling these and some 
other cases we spent 110 hours doing investigation. We have also had 
many calls for stray dogs and horses. Many of the dogs were owned by 
Temple people, but had not been licensed. The law is that dogs must be 
licensed with the Town Clerk during April of each year. The metal tag 
furnished with the license must be attached to the dogs collar. Those 
residents who have horses need to be sure that they have good pasture 
fences.

AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 

Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than 
normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris 
burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect astate timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection 
Headquarters at (603)271-2217 or your local Forest Ranger. 

On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law (RSA 
224:54) goes into effect. This law, in Summary, States that a person is guilty 
of a misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, uses 
a false weight or measure for falsely determining any quality or quantity of 
a forest product. For more information, contact one of the persons 
mentioned above.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
Annual Report to Towns - 1988 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Greenville, 
Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. This service is possible only through the 
dedication of our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are 
volunteers. Most of these volunteers are now Nationally Registered 
Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance. Many have also undergone 
advanced training to become EMT-Intermediates, which includes 
administering IVs and Advance Life Support Techniques. At least three 
attendants are scheduled to be on call every night from 6 to 6, thus each 
attendant is scheduled approximately 7 times a month, plus answering 
calls during the day whenever possible. Day times still remain to be very 
difficult to cover, so there presently exists a need for volunteers who are 
able to spare some of their time to the Service. Any resident of the four 
towns interested in joining the Service are encouraged to contact any 
attendant or member of the Board of Directors. 

In 1988 the Service replaced the 10 yr. old Cab & Chassis with anew Ford 
Diesel Cab & Chassis. The box was mounted onto the new chassis with 
some modifications including a new poured floor, new upholstry, etc. All of 
this was done at a approximate price of $32,000. A complete new 
ambulance set up the same as this one would have cost $74,000. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service continues to operate at no 
expense to the individual requiring Emergency Medical Service. Last year 
we made 296 actual runs and this did not include standbys for fires or for 
stressful athletic events. The projected annual per capita cost for 1989 for 
the four town area is $4.82 which is an increase over last year. The biggest 
increase in cost is in the insurance, because of spiralling costs in 
automobile insurance and also in liability insurance. We had to 
appropriate a larger amount to cover our needs. The other parts of our 
budget have not changed much. We work very hard to keep costs down. 
Your generous donations have enabled us to buy up-to-date equipment 
such as new portable radios and pagers, and many large much needed 
pieces of medical equipment. For this we thank you very much. 

Our main goal in 1989 is to acquire a piece of land and make plans fora 
building to house our ambulances. One ambulance now is housed in the 
Greenville Fire Station and the other in the Police Station in New Ipswich. 
However, each place is very small and crowded and has absolutely no room 
for much needed training and all the meetings that are required to run the 
service.

WILTON RECYCLING CENTER 

Anyone who has read a newspaper this past year couldn't help but realize 
the seriousness of the solid waste crisis this country is facing. Those of you 
who use the Recycling Center can feel especially good about participating 
in one of the solutions to this crisis. 

As 1988 comes to a close, so has another successful year of recycling. The 
expanded plastics program at the center has kept unnecessary plastics out 
of the incinerable waste stream. The new steel can program netted the 
center $224. Although this seems like a small amount for your efforts, this 
is the first time in many years we have not paid countless dollars to dispose 
of steel cans. Landfilling cans could have cost as much as $3,600. 

The Recycling Center earned $41,000 in 1988 through sale of recyclables 
and other income. An award for “Best Drop-Off Recycling Center” was 
presented to the center by the NHRRA at their annual meeting in 
November. Renewal contracts with the five other participating towns are 
due in 1989. 

The Recycling Center staff would like to thank everyone who uses the 
Center. Only through your participation efforts are we able to share the 
progress achieved in facing a difficult national problem. We look forward to 
1989 with promise and your continuing support.

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ROAD AGENTS REPORT 
Winter 

In 1988, we were kept busy with several major snow storms in January 
and the first half of February. Following that were mostly light snow storms 
and ice storms. We did have acouple of snow storms of 5-6 inches where we 
did not plow driveways because the ground was too soft and it would have 
done more damage than it was worth. The nice thing about winter 1988 
was that Spring came early and the storms in November and December 
came late. This left us with better than $11,000.00 remaining in the winter 
budget. 


Summer | 

Mud season was very mild in 1988. Spring came early and turned out to 
be a rather dry one. Never before do Iremember the dirt roads drying out so 
fast. Our regular dirt road maintenance went quite smoothly, aside from a 
few minor washouts in the summer. 

The old paved roads worked on this year were East Rd. and Colburn Rd. 
from Howard Hill Rd. to Gen. Miller Hwy. We cut back the brush, cleaned the 
ditches, shimmed the bad spots, and sealed both of them with liquid 
asphalt. 

New construction consisted of finishing the graveling of Colburn Rd. 
between Birch Hill Rd. and Thomas Maynard Dr. New drainage was put in, 
then it was paved and sealed. 

For bridge maintenance this year, all bridges were inspected and several 
railings were replaced and painted. 


New Equipment 

Early last summer I traded the old GMC dump truck and $10,000.00 fora 
newer truck to put the sander on. This truck has a brand new diesel engine 
in it, and is in very good shape. I expect this truck to last aminimum of 5 to 
6 years and quite possibly longer. 

This year I would like to trade the towns 1947 Ford tractor, which is used 
for roadside mowing, for a newer one. Again, I believe we could do quite well 
by purchasing a used vehicle rather than a new one. This will be discussed 
at town meeting.

The Strawberry Festival held during Temple’s Memorial Day celebration 
netted $169.36. 

On June 15 the Monadnock Arts Council presented Wayne Lauden ina 
“Family Cabaret” at the library. Refreshments were served to 50 people and 
books presented to the school children in attendance. 

The Summer Fun Reading Program began on June 22 and ended on Aug. 
17 with a party and presentation of gift certificates good for $3.00 at the 
Toadstool Book shop.
